ANNUAL TOWN MEETING

The legal voters of the Town of Essex in the County of 
Chittenden and State of Vermont are hereby notified and 
warned to meet at the Essex Junction Educational Center in 
Essex Junction, Vermont on Monday, March 1, 1976, at 7:30 
p.m. in the afternoon, to transact the following business 
and to act upon the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. Shall the Town adopt a budget for the 
fiscal year July 1, 1976 to June 30, 1977 
as recommended by the Board of Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 2. To act upon the reports of the officers. 


Whereupon, after disposition of said business, said 
meeting shall be adjourned to the following day, March 2, 
1976, for the consideration of the following articles to be 
voted upon by Australian ballot. The polls for said ballot 
shall be at the Essex Junction Educational Center, Essex 
Junction, and the Essex Middle School on Foster Road in 
Essex Center, and shall be open from 10:00 a.m., in the 
forenoon until 7:00 p.m. in the afternoon, at which time 
they shall be closed. 


ARTICLE 1. Election of the following: 


Moderator (one year term) 
Treasurer (one year term) 
Selectman (three year term) 


Auditor (three year term) 


ARTICLE 2. To cast ballots in the presidential 
preference primary. 


ARTICLE 3. Shall the Town acquire the assets of the 
Village of Essex Center, Vermont con- 
sisting of a water distribution system, 
and assume the outstanding liabilities 
and bonded indebtedness thereon. The 
bonded indebtedness is in the amount of 


Forty eight thousand ($48,000.00) dollars. 


In the following proposed Town Charter changes, words to 
be deleted from the existing Charter are placed in brackets and 
words to be added are underlined. 


ARTICLE 4. 


ARTICLE 


SF, 


Shall the Town Charter be amended to restrict 
annexation of Town land by amendment of 
Section 101 of said Charter as follows: 


SECTION 101: CORPORATE EXISTENCE RETAINED 


The inhabitants of the Town of Essex, within 
the corporate limits as now established, shall 
continue to be a municipal corporation by the 
name of the Town of Essex. Notwithstanding 
the provisions of any other municipal Charters, 
territory within the corporate limits shall not 
be annexed to or become a part of any other 


municipal corporation except by annexation 
procedures as set forth in the Statutes of the 
State of Vermont. 


Shall the Town Charter be amended to provide 
that the terms of office of Selectmen, Town 
Clerk, Moderator, Auditors, and Treasurer 
shall commence on the first day of July of 
each year by amending Sections 201 and 203 
of said Charter as follows: 


SECTION 201: OFFICERS GENERALLY 


The elected officers of the Town of Essex 
shall be: Selectmen, Town Clerk, Moderator, 
Auditors, and Treasurer. Such officers shall 
have all the powers and duties necessary to 
carry out the provisions of this Charter as 
well as those provided by law. The terms of 
such officers shall commence on the first day 
of July following election. 


SECTION 203. ORGANIZATION 


(a) [Forthwith after their election and 
qualification] As soon as practicable after 
July 1, the Selectmen shall organize and 
elect a Chairman, Vice-Chairman, and Clerk by 
a majority vote of the entire Board, and shall 
file a certificate of such election for 
record in the office of the Town Clerk. 


(c) In the event of death, resignation, or 
incapacity of any selectman, the remaining 
members of the board may appoint a person 
eligible to fill that position [until the next 
annual town meeting] At the next annual 


meeting the vacancy shall be filled by election 


with the elected selectmen taking office on 


sl SSL PS ESS Aedes died hr chemin Shetland ena 
July il following and serving the remaining 


balance of the term. 


ARTICLE 6. Shall the Town Charter be amended to provide 
that the terms of officers appointed by the 
Selectmen and Manager shall commence on the 
first day of July of each year by amending 
Sections 206 and 602 of said Charter as 
follows: 


SECTION 206: APPOINTMENT BY SELECTMEN 


(d) The terms of all appointed and elected 
officers shall commence on the first day of 
July following appointment unless the appoint- 
ment is to fill a vacancy in an office, in 
which case the term shall commence at the 
time of appointment. 


SECTION 602: OFFICIALS APPOINTED BY MANAGER 


The town manager shall appoint with the 
approval of the Selectmen: Assistant Town 
Clerk, constables, grand juror, a town agent 
if the town attorney is not a resident of the 
town of Essex, cemetery commissioners, health 
officer, fire wardens, zoning administrator, 
and if needed, he may appoint a police chief, 
fence viewers, and inspector of lumber and 
shingles, and any other officer which the 
Selectmen of a town are authorized to 
appoint if the Selectmen have not filled the 
office. The terms of said appointed officials 
shall commence on the first day of July following 
appointment. Appointments to fill a vacancy 
in an office shall be effective at the time of 
appointment and shall run for the unexpired 
period of the term. 


ARTICLE 7. Shall the Town Charter be amended to provide 
' that the annual Town Meeting shall be held on 
the first Tuesday in May of each year by 
amendment of Section 302 (a) and (b) of said 
Charter as follows: 


SECTION 302: TIME OF HOLDING 


(a) The annual Town meeting for the 
consideration of the budget and other Town 
business shall be held on the Monday evening 
preceding the first Tuesday in [March] May 
unless otherwise changed by the Selectmen 
under authority of this Charter. 


(b) The election of officers and the voting 
on all questions to be decided by Australian 
ballot shall take place on the first Tuesday 
in [March] May or at such other time as 
designated by the applicable Vermont Statute. 
The ballot boxes or voting machines shall be 
open for a minimum of 9 consecutive hours 
between 6 a.m. and 10 p.m. as shall be 
determined and warned by the Board of Selectmen.

ARTICLE 8. Shall the Town Charter be amended to provide 
for the use of voting machines by addition 
of the words "or voting machines" to Section 


302 (b) as set forth in ARTICLE 7 previous 
hereof. 


ARTICLE 9. Shall the Town Charter be amended to provide 
that payments of real and personal property 
taxes shall be paid in two equal installments 
payable on September 15 and March 15 of each 
fiscal year by amendment of Section 801 of 
the Charter as follows: 


SECTION 801: TAXES ON REAL AND PERSONAL PROPERTY 


The taxes on real and personal property, shall 
be paid in [four] two equal payments, with [1/4] 
1/2 of the annual tax bill for each tax payer 
due and payable on September [1] 15 and 
[December 1, March 1, and June 1] March 15 of 


each fiscal year. 


ARTICLE 10. Shall the Town Charter be amended to provide 
that poll taxes shall be due and payable on 
September 1 of each fiscal year by amendment 
of Section 802 of the Charter as follows: 


SECTION 802: POLL TAXES 


(ALLL Pol Taxes > ut required by Vermont 
State Law shall be due and payable on [July 


15] September 1 of each tax year. 


ARTICLE 11. Shall the Town Charter be amended to provide 
that interest on delinquent taxes shall be 
charged at the rate of one percent per month 
on the unpaid tax by amendment of Section 803 
of said Charter as follows: 


SECTION 803: PENALTY 


An additional charge of 8 percent shall be 
added to any tax not paid on or before the 
dates specified in Sections 801 and 802 of this 
Charter, andsinterest in the amount of [one 
half of] 1 percent of the amount of the unpaid 
tax per month for each month or fraction thereof 
after the date on which the tax payment was due.

MANAGER'S AND SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


The following report lists some of the significant issues 
deliberated by the Board of Selectmen during 1975. Not all of the 
activities of the Board or the manager, of course, can be listed 
herein and various reports and supplemental information are con- 
tained elsewhere herein. 


In March of 1975 Carlton Houghton's term as selectman 
ended and John L. Bartlett was elected to succeed him. At its 
annual organization meeting, the Board elected Barbara Higgins, 
Chairman, Charles E. Ketcham, Vice Chairman, and John L. 
Bartlett, Clerk. 


In April of 1975 Flood Plain areas for the Town were 
designated by the federal government making it necessary for the 
Town to apply for approval for sale of flood insurance. This was 
necessary as certain mortgages and refinancing are no longer 
available without this form of insurance. Our application was 
approved subsequently and flood insurance is now available in the 
town planning region. 


Also during April, the town had completed an "infiltra- 
tion inflow study'' preliminary to further development of a town 
sewer system, In June the town signed contracts with Essex Junction 
for sewerage collection and treatment. We are now within two years 
of the system's development, according to the funding schedule 
which is under the control of the State and Federal Governments, 


The manager recommended and the Board approved 
purchase of a new compactor for the landfill using current budget 
funds and accumulated litter funds ($22,500) in order to obtain 
better compaction and reduced repair costs. 


The firm of Gordon and Sherman of Montpelier was 
engaged to prepare the reports for the town auditors. 


In May 1975 the board renewed a contract for townwide 
dog control with K9 control. They may be contacted directly for 
dog complaints, lost dogs, etc. 


It was decided in May to postpone Charter amendments 
to avoid the cost of a special meeting. Charter changes recommended 
by the selectmen are included in the warning beginning on the back 
cover of this report. 


The town public works employees voted to be repre- 
sented by the American Federation of State, County and Municipal 
Employees. A negotiated contract was signed with the bargaining 
unit in September of 1975. 


The Essex Junction Trustees proposed to net $50,000 
from taxpayers outside the village for police service. It would be 
necessary to add $175,000 to accomplish this, according to their 
formula. The trustees proposal and a proposal for a three man 
police force in the town ($77,000) and a proposal to assume the 
total function of the village department were brought to a special 
town meeting in May following a petition to the selectmen. Also 
considered at that time was a $63,000 local share for a swimming 
pool in Essex Center. All of the proposals were defeated. Village 
Police service to the town ended on July 1, 1975. 


During June, bus service was extended to Essex Center 
by the Chittenden County Transportation Authority. Mayor 
Paquette of Burlington and Ralph Cramer, Manager of CCTA, 
with representatives of the communities went to Washington to 
promote a bill (S 662) in Congress, which would entitle Essex and 
the other communities to a part of their subsidy to the CCTA 
from the Federal government. Although the bill has slowed down, 
we are optimistic about its ultimate passage, 


During June 1975 the manager began discussions with 
Essex Center Village, ultimately resulting in the warning, contained 
elsewhere herein, which seeks to merge the Essex Center water 
system with the town's system. It is thought that more efficient 
operation of both systems will result. 


Effective in July 1975, the contract with Essex Junction 
for fire service was cancelled when a renewal figure could not be 
agreed upon, Responsibility for fire protection for the entire town 
was given to the town department, which has mutual aid agreements 
with Colchester Center and St. Michael's Fire Departments, thus 
providing a quick response to the area west of route 2A, 


The Selectmen spent considerable time reviewing and 
recommending on the regional plan entitled ''We Are Not the Last 
Generation, "' 


During the special session of the Legislature, the sel- 
ectmen by resolution opposed the increase to the state sales tax 
and so advised our representatives. 


In October 1975 the town started tax sale procedures in 
an attempt to collect back taxes from several delinquents. The 
project was very successfuj and is continuing. Legal and other 
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costs are borne entirely by the delinquent and there is no cost to 
other taxpayers, 


The Selectmen approved a $6,000 (town) $4,000 (Essex 
Players) match for repairs to the Old Town Hall to make much 
needed repairs to that historic building. 


Late in October a fire broke out underground at the 
Landfill. The fire ran as much as 60 feet deep in spots and 
generated extremely high temperatures. A slow process of 
digging and extinguishing was begun immediately and continued 
to the end of the year. 


Contracts were signed with ten farmers to provide a 
reduced tax rate (60%) on the open farm land as authorized by the 
March 1975 town meeting. 


Word was received in November of approval of a grant 
in excess of $300,000 for reconstruction of Sand Hill Road under 
the Urban Systems program of the Federal Highway Act of 1973. 
The town's share of 15% ($45,000) is proposed in this year's 
highway budget. 


In December of 1975, the report of the Town Attorney 
was received on the accuracy of the line between town and village 
school districts, It was indicated after much research that the 
line was substantially correct and only minor additional research 
was left to conclude the inquiry. 


As of December 12, 1975, the Town of Essex was com- 
pletely without debt. Water Department and sidewalk notes had been 
fully satisfied and current short term or tax anticipation notes were 
paid off, 


During 1975, drainage ditches and culverts were installed 
or replaced on Weed Road, Old Colchester Road, Landfill Road, 
Lamore Road and Discovery Road. Culverts were installed, re- 
paired or replaced on Lost Nation Road, Sand Hill Road, Chapin 
Road, Brigham Hill Road and Colonel Page Road. 


Repaving or reconstruction of road surface was done on 
Chapin Road, Skyline Drive, Forest Road, Woodlawn Drive, and 
Cypress Lane, which had been completely washed out. 


A new loop was constructed from Sand Hill Road to Route 
15 (Jericho Road) to eliminate the reverse curve at that intersection. 


The highway garage area, which customarily held two 
feet of water throughout the spring, was paved and drained. 
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The highway department can now better function in 
serving other areas having removed the mud and flood problem 
from its own front door. The highway department project has 
added considerably aesthetically to the landscaping that has been 
done at Sand Hill Road and Foster Road where Town Fire, Rec- 
reation, and Highway Department facilities are located.

We have examined the financial statements of the Town of Essex, 
Vermont for the year ended June 30, 1975 listed in the foregoing table 
of contents. Except as set forth in the following paragraph, our 
examination was made in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards and accordingly included such tests of the accounting records 
and such other auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the 
circumstances. 


Evidence supporting the historical cost of fixed assets for the 
Water Fund, stated at $42,723 (net of accumulated depreciation) as of | 
June 30, 1975, was not available, and the Water Fund records do not 
permit the application of adequate alternative procedures regarding the 
cost of fixed assets. Also, because supporting documentation on the 
historical cost of fixed assets is unavailable, depreciation expense was 
not taken on Water Fund fixed assets for the year ended June 30, 1975. 
Since we were unable to apply adequate alternative procedures regarding 
the cost of fixed assets, the scope of our work was not sufficient to 
enable us to express, and we do not express, an opinion on the financial 
statements of the Water Fund. 


The Town records were incomplete as to historical costs for its 
general fixed assets and accordingly a statement of general fixed 
assets, required by generally accepted accounting principles, is not 
included in the financial report. 


In our opinion, with the exception of the Water Fund and the 
general fixed assets as explained in the preceding paragraphs, such 
financial statements present fairly the financial position of the 
various funds and account groups, listed in the foregoing table of 
contents, of the Town of Essex, Vermont at June 30, 1975 and the results 
of operations of the various funds for the year then ended, in conformity 
with generally accepted accounting principles which, except for the 
changes, with which we concur, as described in Notes 9 and 12 to the 
financial statements, have been applied on a basis consistent with that 
of the preceding year.

Note lL: The major accounting principles and practices followed by 
the Town of Essex, Vermont are presented below to assist the 
reader in evaluating the financial statements. 


Fund accounting principles are applied on the modified accrual 
basis for revenues and expenditures except for the Water Fund 
which is on the accrual basis. 


The Town approves a budget for the General Fund and the tax 
rate is determined by the Board of Selectmen based on the 
budget and Grand List. Estimated Current Tax Revenues are the 
result of that procedure. 


Note 2: Delinquent taxes receivable of the General Fund consist of 
the following: delinquent property taxes of $125,720, 
delinquent poll taxes of $11,528 and penalties and interest 
receivable of $19,629. 


Note 3: Notes payable in the General Fund consist of a tax anticipation 
note payable to the Howard National Bank, 4 1/8% due on 
September 16, 1975 for $100,000. 


Note 4: Notes payable on the Statement of General Long-term Debt 
consist of the following: 


Sidewalk Renovation Note 
Note payable to the Howard National Bank 
5%, due December 10 1975. Ser. O00

Note 5: The Debt Service Fund is created to account for the payment 
of interest and principal on long-term general obligation 
debt. However, the individual fund, for which the 
debt was created, pays the obligation from its share of 
general property taxes or other revenues generated by the 
fund. Therefore, the debt service expenditures are presented 
in both the General Fund and the Debt Service Fund. There 
are no assets or liabilities in the Debt Service Fund at

Note 6: The Town of Essex has a pension plan with the John Hancock 
Insurance Company of Boston which is funded by contributions 
from the Town and the employees. The cost of this plan to 
the Town for the year ended June 30, 1975 was $2,392.

Budget appropriations for the General and Water Funds are 
presented by department total only because the budget for the 
year ended June 30, 1975 was prepared using the former chart 
of accounts, while the statements presented are based on the 
new chart of accounts. The budget breakdown is a reallocation 
by department to conform to the new chart .of accounts. There 
has been no change in the total budget. 


General Fund interest expense of $4,692 consists of $4,155 
paid on short-term notes and $537 paid on long-term obligations. 


The balance sheet and analysis of changes in fund balance for 
the Ralph C. Mayo Memorial Fund are separately stated for the 
year ended June 30, 1975. Separate presentation has been made 
to properly reflect the nature of this fund as a trust fund 
set up to provide income for the purchase of books for the 
Essex Free Library. The financial statements for the year 
ended June 30, 1974 included Mayo fund accounts in the Essex 
Free Library fund. The effect of this change is to decrease 
the fund balance in the Essex Free Library Fund as of July l, 
1974 by $222. There is no effect on the results of operations 
for either fund. 


A statement of General Fixed Assets, presented for the year 
ended June 30, 1974, is not presented for the year ended June 
30, 1975 because the historical cost records in support of 
these assets were not available. 


No depreciation has been taken on Water Fund fixed assets 
because detailed depreciation schedules and other records 
related to the fixed assets of tHe Water Fund were not available. 


Penalties and interest on delinquent taxes receivable have 
been accrued as revenue in the General Fund for the year ended 
June 30, 1975. Accrual of penalties and interest was not made 
for the year ended June 30, 1974. It was not practicable 

to determine the effect of this change on the financial 
position and results of operations for prior years.

1975 HEALTH OFFICER ANNUAL REPORT 


Essex community had no major health problems in 
1975. Most of the calls received were of a routine nature. Upon 
investigation of all complaints, the involved parties complied with 
all issued orders. 


A number of septic tank overflows in the spring due to 
high waters were reported and solutions arrived at. Hopefully, 
this yearly problem will be solved with a new town-wide sewer 
system. The drinking water is tested each week and standards 
remain good, 


During the year a dozen dog bites and one racoon bite 
incident were reported. With one exception, all animals were 
confined for the period of ten days and no ill effects resulted to 
those persons bitten. However, there was one boy bitten by a 
dog which we were unable to locate and the child had to have 
rabies shots. 


All public schools and buildings were inspected as well 
as all public functions at the Champlain Fairgrounds. All three 
public swimming pools were inspected weekly. 


In 1975 I attended two seminars for health officers. 
During the year, the State Office of Health Officers, headed up 
by Jim Roistacher, was moved to the Old State Armory on lower 
Main Street in Burlington. He facilitates the obtaining of help we 
may require in the field. One of his greatest aids was the de- 
velopment of a checklist for inspections of houses and apartments. 


I wish to extend my appreciation to Mr. Harold Sargent and 
Mr. Byrd of the Vermont Health Department, along with Dr. Anthony 
Robbins, Commissioner of Health, and his assistant Lisa Barrett. 
I would also like to thank the Village Trustees and Town Selectmen, 
both Town and Village Managers, and all personnel from town and 
village water departments for their help and assistance in the many 
facets of my work.

1975 REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Town Fire Department is completing two years 
of service. These two years have been very rewarding as we look 
to the challenge of the years ahead. 


With few exceptions, the officers and men have drilled 
every Wednesday night and attended numerous specialization 
courses at schools throughout Vermont and New Hampshire. Two 
officers have completed one semester of a Fire Science Course 
at Champlain College. 


The Department was very pleased this past year with 
the C5 rating given the area served by the Insurance Services 
Office. Only two Vermont cities currently have a better rate. 


The Fire Prevention Program this year was carried 
out under the leadership of Assistant Chief Bessette and Captain 
St. Peter. The program was a success through the cooperation 
of the principals and teachers of the Essex schools. An open 
house was held during Fire Prevention Week in October, Firemen 
are available for complete inspections of buildings or limited 
inspections such as of heating units. There is no charge for this. 


The Department responded to 73 alarms during 1975 
for an average of one call every five days. Involved were 21 
structural fires, 16 grass and brush fires, and 11 car fires. 
Assistance was given the Underhill-Jericho and Richmond Fire 
Departments, Assistance was received from Underhill-Jericho, 
Colchester Center, St. Michael's, Essex Junction, Williston, 
Malletts Bay, and Richmond Fire Departments. Six fires were 
responded to in Westford. 


I have requested, and the Town Manager has recommended 
an inclusion of $40,000 in our budget for a second pumper. This 
is in keeping with the original design to purchase a new pumper the 
first year and a second pumper the second year. We are presently 
using a borrowed pumper which is surplus to the Burlington Fire 
‘Department, This 23 year old truck has served us well but becomes 
less dependable daily. The proposed pumper is a ''supply pumper'!

unlike the ''attack pumper'"' originally purchased which would 
probably cost $65,000 to $70,000 if purchased today. It will 
be an all wheel drive vehicle with a front mount pump (1000 gpm) 
with a "large hose" reel and will carry 500 gallons of water. 


This appropriation has been recommended by the 
Selectmen and will be voted on at Town meeting. 


We will be promoting fire prevention and fire safety 
in the coming year. We are hopeful that business is slow this 
year,

Home Care of Sick and Disabled 


Personal care, rehabilitation services and therapeutic services including 
treatments, injections, evaluation of cardiac and pulmonary status, medication 
review, general physical and emotional assessment, education in self-care, bathing 
meal preparation, light housekeeping, exercise programs, problem oriented counsel- 
ing, etc., are available. Services are provided as needed, i.e. daily, once a 
week, twice a day; may mean placement of a homemaker or aide for 1 hour, 4 hours, 
8 hours or 24 hours in order to reach goal of preventing, delaying or shortening 
institutionalization and promoting rehabilitation. Staff work closely with 
physicians, community agencies and hospital workers. Patients may have a combina- 
tion of or such single problems as arthritis, multiple sclerosis, cancer, heart 
or lung disease, orthopedic problems, post accident, post stroke, mental illness, 


diabetes, etc. Total home visits Le : 


Maternal-Child-Young Family Health Services 


Services are primarily preventive and educational in nature and are provided 
in a variety of settings: 


1. home visiting outreach services of nurses, homemaker, home health aides 
and psychiatric social workers to families and individuals with high risk 
problems such as medical complications of pregnancy, mental illness, 
nutritional deficits, teenage or unwed pregnant women, potential abuse, 
first baby, etc. 


2. well child clinics or mobile unit pediatric services which include health 
history, physical exam, immunizations, screening services for vision, 
hearing, growth and development, speech and language and anemia. Emphasi 
is on problem oriented counseling, health education and anticipatory 
guidance. 


3. group education programs. Expectant parent classes, preparation for 
labor and delivery and child care classes are available to all residents 
of the county.

PLANNING COMMISSION REPORT 


1975 was another busy year for the Essex Town Planning Commission. 
Twenty-three regular meetings were held, as well as several special 
meetings which included three with the Board of Selectmen, four with 
the Essex Junction Planning Commission and three with representatives 
of the Regional Planning Commission, 


Final approval was given to the Morse Corporation for a 20-lot planned 
unit industrial park on Kellogg Road. These sites will hopefully accomo- 
date light mixed industry beneficial to the town both in providing needed 
services and in expanding our tax base, Final approval was also given 
to Section IV of Painesville Manor Corporation, a six-lot single-family 
residential addition to the present Painesville subdivision, 


The Planning Commission acted upon six applications by individuals to 
build on lots lacking required road frontage, and it reviewed and gave 
approval to two site-plan applications: the expansion of Steve's Gas 
Supply on River Road, and Bouffard's 10-unit apartment complex on Susie 
Wilson Road, 


Building activity and, no doubt, population growth, showed a definite 
increase in 1975 as compared to 1974, according to building permit 
records,

The Commission, assisted by GBIC and the Vermont Department of 
Economic Development, devoted considerable time to a review and 
study of the industrial potential of the town in the process of preparing 
amendments to the town plan and zoning regulations. 


The Commission worked with the Town Manager and Selectmen on 
several programs, including an application for Community Development 
funding (unsuccessful) and the acceptance of Essex into the National 
Flood Insurance Program. The capital improvements program was 
discussed. We met with the Essex Junction Planning Commission and 
State Highway officials to discuss general overall traffic problems, A 
committee was set up to study the feasibility of a joint Town-Village 
Planner, 


The Commission met with the Chittenden County Regional Planning 
Commission to review the Regional Plan, 'We Are Not The Last 
Generation, '' After review by both our commission and the Board 
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of Selectmen, our comments and recommendations were forwarded 
to the Regional Commission by our Essex regional representative, 
Bill Duff. During the year Mr. Duff also met regularly with the 
Commission, keeping us up to date on regional activities. 


In the fall an Urban Planning Class from the University of Vermont, 

at the invitation of the Planning Commission, chose the Town of Essex 
for a semester's project in land use planning. Their reports, based 

on their town-wide survey, were made at a public meeting on December 
11, and contained valuable information and recommendations for 
Planning Commission consideration in updating the town plan. 


The Planning Commission periodically reviews the zoning regulations, 
and it expects to offer amendments this year. Also, considerable 
time was spent in drafting new subdivision regulations. Both will 
be presented at public hearings for citizen response prior to adoption. 


The Commission meets the second and fourth Thursday of each month, 
The public is welcome to attend.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


In the years preceeding Federal Year 1975 nearly all of the 
monies appropriated for tree care have been spent to remove 
hazardous trees from the edges of town highways. In 1973 

and 1974 this program was pursued aggressively and most of the 
dead elms within the right-of-way of Chapin Road, Stage Road, 
and Lost Nation Road were removed, plus scattered individuals 
along other roads. 


1975 stands out as the year in which the tree removal program 
was reduced to a maintenance - level service. Barrett's Tree 
Service was paid $1,377.00 for cutting trees on Sand Hill Road, 
Susie Wilson Road, and on town property in Essex Center. Sub- 
stantial savings have been realized de to the assistance of James 
Chase and the town highway department in removing trees which 
are not close to wires or buildings. 


A limited replanting program was initiated in 1975, With the help 

of Alan Wilcox of the Department of Forests and Parks, a landscape 
plan was drawn for the fire station/ highway garage on Sand Hill 

Road, Plant materials were purchased from 4-Seasons Garden Center 
at a cost of $1,566.25, and the planting was done by Essex Junction 
High School students under the direction of Mr. Richard Ahern, 


The small maples on Foster Road at the Middle School which succumbed 
to neglect and vandalism were replaced with large Norway maples 
purchased from Raymond Brothers Landscaping for $695, 

Dutch elm disease continues to take its toll, and the dead trees 

will be removed as the hazards become evident. Replanting should 


proceed at a modest pace with top priority going to those areas 
which are most highly visible to the townspeople and motoring public.

of $1,200. 


22 permits were renewed from the year 1974. 
3 permit applications were denied. 


195 new permits were issued for the year with a total dollar value of 
$3,239,442. 1974 dollar value was $2, 440, 229. 


During the year 141 Certificate of Occupancy inspections were made. 


As Assistant Health Officer for administering the Septic System Regula- 
tions, I issued 105 Septic System Permits; to date 80 inspections have 
been made. 


During the year 10 parties were cited for zoning violations, Each year 
this figure has declined substantially. 

Note: 23 more zoning permits were handled through this office than the 
year 1974; 31 more septic permits were issued than the year 1974; 
35. more inspections were made than the year 1974.
